FED UP WITH THANKSGIVING LEFTOVERS 

Police and emergency personnel were called 
to downtown Sag Harbor at 7:15 p.m. last 
Thursday after residents reported an agitated 
man rampaging down Main Street. “The man 
was shouting in an incoherent manner,” says 


Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Not - 


only that, but he was severely underdressed for 
the weather, wearing only shorts and a T-shirt. 
Clearly, something had snapped inside of him.” 
Mental health specialists cornered the man 
in front of the municipal building and were 
able to subdue him. He was given a blanket to 
guard against the frigid air and was taken into 
custody for observation. Authorities are keeping 


his identity secret, citing privacy concerns, 
but did reveal some information in a report 
issued Friday. 

From the report: “The subject was apprehended 
in a state of agitation and distress, and remained 
incoherent for several hours. After tranquilizers 
were administered, specialists were able to 
speak to the subject about possible causes of 
his behavior. The subject described a post- 
Thanksgiving diet of ‘nothing but Turkey’ for 
a week. Periodically losing control, the subject 
talked about turkey sandwiches, hot open-face 
turkey sandwiches with gravy, turkey soup, turkey 
tetrazzini, turkey chili and other, more obscure 
leftover turkey preparations. While the subject 
allowed that each meal was fine in and of itself, 
the subject described a growing frustration with 
continuous consumption of turkey, a frustration 
that eventually ‘boiled over’ into the behavior that 
occasioned our emergency intervention.” 

Hamptons Police spokesman Hirsch says that 
his office is making this report public to warn 
residents of the dangers of over-reliance on 
turkey for post-Thanksgiving nutrition. “This 
says nothing against turkey,” says Hirsch. “But 
you ve got to break it up a little bit. Don’t expect 
it to tide you over until Christmas!” 


BAIT AND SWITCH 

Police were called to an open field on 
Shelter Island on Saturday after hundreds 
gathered there for an advertised Christmas 
tree lighting celebration and were subsequently 
terrified to see a large pine tree engulfed 
in flames. 

“Our officers arrived to a scene of darkness 
and confusion,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Witnesses tell us 
that when they arrived the field was almost 
entirely unlit, and clouds covered up the moon, 
so they couldn’t see what was happening. They 
had all been lured to the field by posters placed 
around the island. As they waited for something 
to happen, their children started getting antsy, 
but of course the kids refused to leave—they 
thought they were going to see Santa!” 

At around 11:30 p.m., according to witnesses, 
a person or persons unknown stepped from the 
woods and without warning used a flamethrower 
to set a pine tree on fire, then fled on foot into 
the woods. Police have no further information in 
the case. f&

He Walks Down Main Street Alone and Here’s What Happened

f you want to do something interesting on a 

sunny Saturday afternoon in December, dress 
up as Santa Claus and walk down Main Street 
from one end of town to the other. 

I did that last Saturday in East Hampton. I had 
been the Santa in the big parade that morning, 
so I had a reason to do it. Myself and Mrs. Claus, 
who I met there, had waved to the crowds from 
atop a sleigh, the last float in the parade. After 
that, I had spent time in the Eileen Fisher store 
on Newtown Lane, sitting in a comfortable chair 
while little kids were told one by one to see me 
and either backed away, terrified, and so never 
did it, or came rushing forward to hug me, then 
leap into my lap to whisper what they wanted for 
Christmas. Everybody got a candy cane. Now that 
was over. And it was time to walk back to my car 
and go home. 

The thing was that my car was parked at the 
other end of town, in back of the East Hampton 
Presbyterian Church, where the parade—elves,

off down Main Street. And I was just too tired 
from my duties at this point to enter an Eileen 
Fisher dressing room and take off my Santa suit. 

It’s a beautiful, sunny day, temperatures in the 
40s. The church is maybe half a mile away. Let's 
see what happens if Santa walks through town. 
You think East Hampton is too sophisticated?

button. The light was against me _ but 
I thought to walk anyway, because nobody is 
going to mow down Santa Claus.

- That Building 


Home to Tavern to Gas Station to Beverage Distributor to Medical Offices

his story was supposed to be titled “Won’t 

Somebody Please Rent This Building?” The 
building in question is on the corner of the 
center of town next to Starbucks in downtown 
Bridgehampton, an _ absolutely _ perfect 
reproduction of a classic Greek Revival 19th 
century private mansion, now completed and 
available for commercial use. It’s been on the 
market for two years, and every time I would go 
by it I'd ache for it to be rented. I was involved in 
the design of it. And I hated the idea that I might 
have helped make it so beautiful and classic that 
it was, perhaps, un-rentable. 

But now, it turns out, this building is in the 
process of being rented to a medical company 
called NYU Medical. It is intended to become 
doctors offices, and an application for this has 
been approved by the Town, according to Claire 
Shea of the Planning Department. Detailed 
interior plans are currently being drafted. 

I am thrilled to hear about this. 

My interest in the property goes back to the 
days when I first set up the Dan’s Papers office 
at the western end of Main Street in 1968. What 
was on the eastern end of Main Street at that time 
was architecturally just awful. Though it had not 
always been thus. 

Earlier, when the 20th century began in 
Bridgehampton, this crossroads at the center 
of town was the pride of the East End. On the 
northeast corner was the white three-story Greek 
Revival mansion of a local judge named Abraham 
Topping Rose. On the southeast corner was the 
white three-story Greek Revival mansion of a 
prominent citizen named Nathaniel Rogers. Both 
these homes had been built around 1840. 

On the northwest corner was Wick’s Tavern, 
sometimes also called Bull’s Head Tavern, a 
famous eating and drinking establishment built 
in 1695 that had been active as a meeting place for 
patriots during the Revolutionary War. And on 
the southwest corner was the mustering ground 
of that war’s Bridgehampton Militia. They saw 
action in the battle of Fort Ticonderoga. They 
escorted British prisoners down the Hudson 
to New York, and what might have been their 
battle flag, an early American flag, unbeknownst 
to anyone at that time, was up in a trunk in 
somebody’s attic in a house nearby. 

As if this were not enough history, in 
1910, to celebrate the 250th anniversary of 
Bridgehampton, the community built a grand 
20-foot Founders Monument capped with a 
statue of an eagle spreading its wings, in the very 
middle of the street.-It is there today. 

But here’s how far things had fallen at the time 
I got here in the late 1960s. The descendant of 
the Topping Rose mansion had rented the place 
out to a Mrs. Carpenter, who had renamed it, 
inaccurately, the Bull’s Head Inn. But it was 
closed and falling apart. The police had arrested 
the cook for selling drugs out the back door a few 
years earlier. And now there were plans to rent 
out the front lawn for a gas station. 

The descendants of the Nathanial Rogers

mansion across the street had sold it to a man 
named Hopping, who lived in it but had also 
let the building fall into disrepair, and, to make 
ends meet, had rented out the front lawn. On it, 
in front of the beautiful old white columns of this 
place, was a gas station. If the proposal across 
the street at the Topping Rose House had gone 


through, there would have been two gas stations 
facing each other on the front lawns of two 
beautiful mansions. 

Also, on the northwest corner, there was 
another gas station. The Wick’s Tavern had 
been torn down in 1941 and replaced with a gas 
station. A historic marker was in front of the gas 
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station announcing it had once been the 
location of the Wick’s Tavern. 

And on the fourth corner, the strip of 
the Bridgehampton Militia’s mustering 
ground had been bought up and turned 
into a row of shops. The building was 
white stucco and fairly attractive. It 
might be something you’d see in Palm 
Beach. But the mustering ground was 
now out back where nobody could see it. 

I observed, as did many others in 
those years, that both East Hampton 
and Southampton were as beautiful as 
they had ever been since their founding 
in 1648 and 1640, respectively. But 
Bridgehampton, from an architectural 
perspective, was a disaster facing out at 
the Founders Monument. 

Since that time, the existence of the 
early American flag used by the militia 
was found in that attic, brought to a 
museum in Riverhead and put behind 
glass in a display case there. The plan for the gas 
station to be built on the front lawn of the Rose 
House was withdrawn. And the Rose House was 
restored as the Topping Rose House, a stunning 
hotel and restaurant. 

Across the street, the Nathanial Rogers House 
was bought by the town, the gas station bulldozed 
down to be replaced with a lawn, and the building 
is now going through renovation to become 
the new Bridgehampton Historical Museum. On 
the southwest corner, the row of white stucco 
stores remains, attractive anyway, and a sign of 
the commercial nature of the town. But behind 
it, on a half-acre, they've turned the mustering

ground into a little park called Militia Park. You 
can go back there and contemplate that war on 
park benches. 

As for the corner where Wick’s Tavern had 
been, the gas station went out of business to 
become, for a while, a beverage distribution 
business in a gas station, which in turn had been 
bought by a developer named Len Ackerman, 
who tore that down, leveled the land and hoped 
to make it a row of retail shops. A plan showed a 
very unremarkable brick building. But it had not 
been approved yet. 

And at that point, I thought this as a wonderful 
opportunity. The row of stores was white. The 
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Federal Credit Union

two mansions, both three stories high, 
were white. Why not build a third white 
mansion where the Wick’s Tavern had 
once been, in the same style as the other 
two? A center of town with four white 
buildings on each corner, three of them 
historic old Greek Revival mansions, now 
wouldn't that be a real treat for the eye? 

I spoke to Len Ackerman to suggest he 
have his architect redesign the building 
to look very similar to the other two white 
mansions facing out on the Founders 
Monument. And he did that. It still hadn’t 
been built, but it was now approved and 
CVS soon became interested in making 
it a pharmacy there. On the other hand, 
there was a lot of objection to CVS. People 
holding signs had demonstrated in front 
of that property against CVS. There was 
limited parking in the back, yet this 
would be a high-volume establishment. 
Where would these crowds of people 
park? CVS eventually withdrew, but what 
happened next was that the stunning white 
three-story mansion, with all its approvals, got 
built. A For Rent sign was put out front. But 
nobody rented it. I’d drive by it. It remained 
unrented for two years. Wouldn’t somebody 
please rent this building? 

A series of doctors’ offices is low intensity and 
does not require a ton of parking. This will be the 
perfect tenant. 

In another year or two, the center of downtown 
Bridgehampton should have rows of elms planted 
and prepare to have all the utility wires put 
underground. @&

The Complete Story of Who Built It and Why 


BY DAN RATTINER 


riving east down Manorville’s County 

Road 111 after a long drive out to eastern 
Long Island, you approach the 50-foot-tall 
deep red sculpture Stargazer standing in 
an undeveloped field on the eastern side of the 
road. Its design is obvious. An enormous abstract 
deer is straining skyward, its mouth open and 
its eyes gazing at what it is trying to reach—an 
antler, or perhaps group of tree branches it wants 
to feed on. It was intended as a soaring tribute to 
nature and the environment on the one hand and 
the uplifting hopes of mankind on the other—so 
said its maker, sculptor Linda Scott, at the time 
it was built. 

Since its construction nearly 30 years ago, 
it has come to symbolize your arrival in the 
Hamptons, the place where your eager ride out 
to the Hamptons ends and your official drive 
along the 60-mile stretch out to the Montauk 
Lighthouse begins. 

It’s a time to turn to the kids in the backseat. 

“We're now entering the Hamptons,” you tell 
them with a smile. Millions of carloads of people 
have passed this enormous sculpture in the last 
30 years. But not many people know the story of 
how it was made and why it was put there. 

Indeed, it was not originally intended to 
be there. 

One afternoon in the summer of 1990, Dan’s 
Papers got a frantic phone call from a woman 
named Linda Scott. She told me the authorities 
were taking down this big sculpture she had 


designed and built out on Daniels Hole Road in 
East Hampton, near the airport there. 

“The Town says I can’t have it here,” she 
told me. “They are issuing me a summons. 
And they are demanding it be removed. I was 
commissioned to put this sculpture here. Can’t 
you do something” 

I made some phone calls to the police and 
to the Town of East Hampton. But they got 
me nowhere. 

“What’s the problem?” I asked the police. I 
didn’t even know what I was talking about. 

“It’s 50 feet tall. It is interfering with the arrival 
of airplanes at East Hampton airport. It distracts 
the pilots.” 


ee eee ee eee eee 
Her work has made a considerable 
impact on the world of the East 
End. She had a chance to see that 
before she left us. 


I later met with Linda Scott, an attractive, 
blond, determined woman. The sculpture was 
down. Taken away. 

“T have pictures!!” she said. She showed me. “I 
was hired to build this at the entry drive to the 
Animal Rescue Fund. It’s a deer. It stands on two 
sets of legs and overarches the driveway. It has 
to be that way so big garbage trucks can drive up 
and back. I don’t know what else to do.” 

I told her I thought her sculpture was beautiful. 


I told her it was a shame they did that. I told her 
there was nothing I could do. 

“Can you find me another place to put it?” 
she asked. 

I told her I had no idea where she could do 
that. But I would certainly write about what had 
happened, and ask others to help, which I did. 
Keep in touch, I told her. 

And it turned out she did find a place for it. 
There was a farmer in Manorville who owned 
a 100-acre sod farm by the side of Route 111, 
just north of where it meets up with the Sunrise 
Highway. The farm came right up to the eastern 
side of the road. He would be happy to have the 
Stargazer there if that’s where she would like to 
put it. Perhaps he thought it would call attention 
to his beautiful-sod farm. Perhaps he just liked 
this crazy woman and wanted to help her. It is 
there today. 

Every few years since then, Stargazer gets 
vandalized. Spray paint has been put on her. 
Holes have been punched through her close to 
the ground. The owners of a lumberyard donated 
paint so volunteers could over-paint the spray 
paint. Building contractors donated their time to 
repair the holes in it. Stargazer is made of a steel 
frame reinforced with wood posts and covered 
with plywood, stucco and paint. It has stood the 
test of time. 

About 10 years after Stargazer went up, Linda 
Scott came by the office to show me little pieces 
of jewelry shaped like Stargazer. She wanted to 
have Stargazer or other statues of peace erected 
in cities around the world, and she wanted to

sell her Stargazer jewelry. She was collaborating 
with architects Young and Wright and Richard 
Roth, she said. I wrote an article about that, 
encouraging people to contact her. I wrote further 
articles about Stargazer. 

Four years ago, Linda came by to thank me 
for all I had done for her. I told her she was a 
good story and I would have done it anyway, 
but she just wanted me to know how much she 
appreciated what I had done. 

A year later, Linda Scott died of cancer. She’d 
had it for nearly a year and a half and had not 
bothered anyone about it. She just had a lot of 
people to thank. 

Her work has made a considerable impact on 
the world of the East End. She had a chance to see 
that before she left us. 

So here it is, a piece of Ge yoivaitiestat sculpture 
in the wrong place at the right time and a 
study of the insensitivity of bureaucrats and the 
appreciation of a farmer nearby. Her former 
partner David Morris, who originally helped 
build Stargazer, arranges to fix up the sculpture 
when she gets damaged or vandalized and is 
doing a good job. Hampton Jitney helped pay for 
repairs for a while. Now EasyKnock is its sponsor.  .

appy holidays, Hamptonites! I’m back with 
more East Hampton pop culture gossip after 
some time away. Did you know that Sag Harbor’s 
Joy Behar recently celebrated 20 years on ABC’s 
daytime talk show The View? That’s a pretty 
big deal. Behar has been with the show since 
the very beginning (she took a brief break in 
2014), and has seen a lot of change on the often- 
controversial series. The staunclily liberal co-host 
is known for doling out frank, no-nonsense 
opinions and her popular phrase, “So what?

Behar isn’t the only East Ender celebrating a 
20-year anniversary. East Hampton’s Mariska 
Hargitay is currently in her 20th season of NBC’s 


crime drama Law & Order: Special Victims Unit. 
The daughter of bodybuilder Mickey Hargitay and 
actress Jayne Mansfield, Hargitay is synonymous 
with the popular series, having won a Golden 
Globe and an Emmy playing Detective (and 
now Lieutenant) Olivia Benson since the show’s 
inception. It’s not the lightest show—Hargitay’s 
Benson leads a team of NYPD detectives who 
specialize in sex crimes—and it’s often tough 
to watch, but Hargitay’s Benson is a strong, 
reassuring presence and anchors the show with 
a sense of morality and right.

Meet Middle-Aged Comedian Paul Anthony, Onstage and Off 


66The number one rule of comedy is to know your 

audience.” Standup comedian Paul Anthony certainly 
knows his. A jovial, friendly man always looking for an 
opportunity to make people laugh, Anthony (who was 
recently hired at Bay Street Theater in Sag Harbor as 
sales and sponsorship manager) is very serious when it 
comes to his company, Long Island Comedy, which has 
been delighting audiences for 13 years. 

Anthony, who was born in Queens and moved to 
Massapequa after getting married, started his career as 
a salesperson in the radio industry, working for stations 
like WALK 97.5. “Being in sales, I used to go out and do 
presentations for clients, and part of my sales pitch and 
my presentation was always to try and make people 
laugh and incorporate humor into my presentations,” 
he says. “It evolved into me going into the city. I started 
doing stand up and haven't looked back.” Eventually, 
Anthony started Long Island Comedy. 

“The concept was exactly what it sounds like,” 
Anthony explains. “I said, ‘You know what, there 
are comedy festivals in every major city around the 
country—Boston, Los Angeles, New York City—but 
never on Long Island.’ So we threw it out there and 
got a fantastic response. The concept was to bring a 
whole different litany of comedians of different levels. 
You had your established comedians from late-night 
TV or top venues, but you also had up-and-coming 
comedians out of New York. That’s where a lot of 
comedians tend to gravitate to the tri-state area. That’s 
where we started.” 

Since then, the Long Island Comedy Festival has 
played in theaters all over Long Island and grown 
to include other shows, such as the 50+ Comedy 
Tour, which features somewhat older comedians, and

New Year’s Laughin’ Eve. Long Island 
Comedy is unique in that all the shows 
under its umbrella are performed in 
theaters, not comedy clubs. “Being in 
a theater environment is very different 
than sitting in a comedy club,” Anthony 
says. “Its a much more focused 
approach to a show. People appreciate 
it. We tend to draw a slightly older 
demographic to the shows because 
that’s who’s more inclined to go to a 
theater venue. They're not interested 
in nachos and a two-drink minimum.” 

Long Island Comedy has adapted 
the “comedy showcase” format for its 
shows. Rather than an opening act and 
a headliner, Anthony’s shows feature 
four or five different comedians who 
get equal time to make the crowd 
laugh. “They do a shorter amount of time each, 
but when you come out to a show you're going to see 
four or five comedians and the law of averages tells 
me that the audience will love at least three of them,” 
Anthony notes. 

With a stable of talent, Anthony has developed a 
comic community on Long Island. “The comedians 
that we work with come from all over the country. 
When we first started, most of the comedians were 
from Long Island, then New York City. It’s a very 
tight community...every comedian we work with wants 
to help and support [one another]. It’s not really a 
competition; it’s more of a brother- and sisterhood. And 
so a lot of times at shows, I encourage new comedians 
to get there early and don’t just do their set and leave,

but hang out and just network with 
the other comedians.” 

Of course, Anthony does more than 
just coordinate and produce shows. As 
a comedian himself, he’s constantly 
creating new material for his sets. 
Anthony considers his comedy to be 
“observational,” often mining gold 
from his own life. “You’re supposed 
to be able to establish who you are 
onstage. I’m the middle-aged white 
guy who’s a little angry, sometimes 
out of touch,” he laughs. 

Anthony is certainly not “out of 
touch” offstage. He has found that 
often audiences don’t want to hear 
about certain topics, like politics. 
“People who are coming to our shows, 
half the time they don’t know who’s 
on the show, they just know they’re going to have a 
good time. They're trying to escape Fox, CNN, and 
[uncomfortable] conversations with their neighbors. 
They are here for an hour-and-a-half to forget about 
some of that,” he says. 

East End audiences can check out Long Island 
Comedy this New Year’s Eve, at Theatre Three in Port 
Jefferson or at Suffolk Theater in Riverhead. Anthony 
thinks that audiences will have a blast as they ring in 
2019 with a lot of laughs. @&

Elaia Estiatoxio Is AU Greek and All 


was reluctant to review Elaia Estiatorio in 

Bridgehampton because it’s one of my East End 
go-tos when it comes to dinner out, especially for 
intimate parties. 

This authentic Greek eatery in the heart of the 
Hamptons opened in 2017. It was instantly popular 
with the summer crowd. Do I really want to invite more 
strangers along for the ride? Is it a crime to try to keep 
it to myself? If so, I’m guilty as charged. But when I 
watched our server happily dancing to the Greek music 
before and after he delivered delicious dishes to our 
table last week, I caved—it’s not right to try to horde 
the good stuff. As the Greeks say, “Slowly, slowly the 
sour grape becomes honey.” 

Elaia (pronounced “alayah”) delivers the real deal 
main-event dishes, but it’s the attention to detail that 
first won me over. Every little thing—real flowers, real 
candles, real quality ingredients, especially the olive 
oils and cheeses—is perfect. Their daily sourcing of 
meats (free-range, organic chicken, grass-fed beef 
and lamb), fish and produce is how we should all live: 
freshly. ’ve become spoiled by the high standards—I’ve 
come to expect them. What I can’t seem to anticipate is 
just how much I eat every time I go there! 

It starts with the fine service from a staff that’s not 
just willing but excited to explain all of the menu items 
and to share their personal favorites. They want me to 
overindulge in selections that merge some of the best 
traditional dishes from across Greece. Opa! 

Meals begin with big, yeasty slices of bread served 
with yogurt, oregano olive oil, sea salt and The. Best. 
Olives. Ever. And—fysika—fine Greek wines. 

Of course my husband and I ordered a three-dip 
ménage to open the gustatory proceedings—“goo”

is my fave, especially when served with crisps. I 
could eat this incarnation all day, particularly the 
melitzanosalata made with roasted, smoky eggplant, 
garlic, parsley and vinegar. It’s so balanced, I’m pretty 
sure one could live on it alone, but you'll also want 
some of the bright orange htipiti—rich, whipped feta 
well met with roasted chile that kicks up the heat a 
notch. The “fava” of yellow split pea purée, red onions 
and capers reminds one of hummus—so healthful. 

We also shared an order of the lightly battered, 
tender kalamari. It’s served so hot, our server warned 
us to be careful. A squeeze of lemon 
allowed the subtle taste of the 
sea to shine through. 

Husband indulged in 
a special: the black sea 
bass pan-seared with 
bay scallops served over . 
gigante beansinatomato 
sauce and topped with 
microgreens. He defined 
the dish as “perfect” and 
“amazing.” And, in the 
truest testament to our 
loving marriage, he gave me 
one of the scallops to enjoy. 
Wow, the chef who prepared our 
entrées clearly performed some form of Greek magic 
to intensify the natural sweetness of the scallop. He 
did right by my chicken too—the Kotopoulo Souvlaki 
is hereby nominated as the world’s best chicken-on-a- 
stick. Skewered and grilled with peppers and onions, 
this herb-marinated chicken was tender and moist. 

The only “downside” to Elaia Estiatorio? Their house

lawsuit is not what you see on TV. On TV a lawsuit is won by an attorney 
marching into court with a grand display of showmanship and a cunning 
tongue. The TV judge hearing the case makes a spot decision and it’s all over and 
decided before the final commercial break. In reality, a civil litigation takes years 
and is much more of a chess match than a swordfight. As opposed to this courtroom 
drama, a real case is typically decided on paper submissions that may be heard 
months after they are first provided to the court. Additionally, the decision is often 
made on a technical procedural rule, not on the merits or substance of the litigation. 
You see, being right isn’t everything in real litigation. Instead, a real lawsuit is all 
about knowing how to play the game. The following is a summary of the stages of a 
litigation, but this chess match isn’t linear and each of the stages can appear out of 
order and can even reoccur again and again. So, civil litigants need a skilled advocate 
who is a master of the game if they want a shot at victory. Here is your game board: 


1. Pleadings 

a. Summons and Complaint: These papers set forth the elements of a claim 
and cause the defendant to respond to the case or risk default. These papers are first 
filed with the clerk and then served on the defendant. 

b. Answer: This is the most important aspect of a case for a defendant. Failing to 
respond properly to the case will cause a loss no matter if the defendant is right or 
wrong. To avoid defeat, a defendant must file and serve a responsive document that 
either admits or denies the plaintiffs allegations while offering affirmative defenses, 
which are bases-for the defendant to win even if plaintiffs allegations are true. 

c. Counterclaims/Cross-Claims: Both are options for a defendant to include 
in his / her Answer. Whereas a Counterclaim is a claim by the defendant against the 
plaintiff, a Cross-Claim is a claim by a defendant against a co-defendant. 

d. Reply: This is the Answer for the Plaintiff or Co-Defendant who is the recipient 
of a Counterclaim or Cross-Claim. 

e. Impleader/Third-Party Claims: The defendant has an opportunity to bring 
a new party into the lawsuit, who the defendant alleges is responsible/relevant to the 
plaintiffs claims in the lawsuit and to which the defendant can pursue a claim against. 

f. Bill of Particulars: This device allows a defendant to demand that a plaintiff 
amplifies their complaint’s allegations with details so that the unknown aspects of 
the plaintiffs lawsuit can be understood and defended. 


2. Discovery 

a. Discovery and Inspection: Both the plaintiff and defendant can utilize this 
device to demand documents of one another. 

b. General Demands: Items such as the existence of insurance, the identification 


of witnesses and expert witnesses, the demand for party statements and the like can _ 


be sought through these demands. 

c. Depositions: Both parties can conduct recorded interviews of the other, which 
are designed to flesh out the parties’ claims and defenses. This device is also known 
as an examination before trial and it’s typically the most trial-like experience for 
the parties throughout the entire litigation. Non-parties can also be subpoenaed to 
testify at a deposition. 

_d. Notices to Admit: Both parties can cause the other to admit certain facts 
before trial should an issue set for trial not be in dispute and if the issue would be a 
waste of judicial economy to establish at trial. 


3. Motions 

a. Dismissal Motions: A motion simply means an application to the court and 
a motion to dismiss is an application that a lawsuit should be thrown out. When the 
case is started a defendant can seek dismissal for a large number of stated grounds 
contained in the Civil Practice Laws and Rules. The most common of these grounds 
are the failure to state a cause of action and the existence of documentary evidence 
that contravenes the plaintiffs lawsuit. Similarly, a plaintiff can bring an application 
to dismiss affirmative defenses and counterclaims. 

b. Summary Judgment: Similar to a motion to dismiss, a summary judgment 
motion also seeks a final decision on the case. However, unlike a motion to dismiss, 
a summary judgment motion is brought on the evidence so long as the evidence is 
not in dispute. 

c. Discovery Motions: These motions are the most common in litigation as 
parties don’t often fork over what their adversary demands without objection or a 
motion for a protective order. Similarly, the party seeking disclosure can ask the 
court to compel production and even issue sanctions for non-compliance. 

d. In Limine Motions: Some evidence fails the rules of evidence and should 
not even be considered by the court when it comes to motions or a trial. If a party 
wants to object to the evidence prior to its introduction (so the jury/court doesn’t 
even hear the evidence when making a determination), then, a party can. proactively 
move to have it precluded through this device. 


4. Trial 

a. Jury Trial: In New York State, there are 6 jurors, 5 of which must make a 
decision to conclude a trial. These jurors aren’t picked per se, but instead excluded 
based on procedural rules.

b. Bench Trial: Equitable issues are always tried by the judge and legal issues 
may also be tried by the judge at the discretion of the parties. These trials are less 
rigid to the rules of the courts because judges get what is going on and don’t need 
the handholding that is afforded to the jury. 


With an understanding the complexity of the game board, one should now 
understand that strategy, not showmanship, is the key to winning a civil litigation.
